assistant principal for operations; and

WHEREAS, Craig Watson has earned several distinguished
accolades, including OHS Male Teacher of the Year, Village of
Oswego Outstanding Educator, Those Who Excel Award of Merit
from the Illinois State Board of Education, OHS Athletic Hall
of Fame inductee, and Illinois Athletic Directors Hall of Fame

inductee; and
